Siegel Is Gullty: 
Gets $1,000 Fine 
and Ten Months 


Charge of Judge Leads 
Jury fo Bring In Mis- 
demeanor Verdict. 


|'MAY AVOID PRISON 


‘Geneseo, N. Y., Nov. 23.—[Special.}— 
Henry Siegel tonight was founty guilty 
of a misdemeanor in obtaining a loan 
from the National Bank of Commerce of 
New York City on a false credit state- 
ment. 

Jobn B. Stanchfield, hts counsel, wafved 
the two days’ grace allowable before 
sentence, and Justice Clark immediately 
sentenced Siegel to pay a fine of $1,000 
and to be confined in jail for ten months, 
The prison sentence was stayed until 
the second Monday of next June. Siegel 
put up $25,000 bail to appear in Geneseo 
at that time 

Justice Clark asked Siegel if it were 
true that he hoped to repay the deposit- 
ors.. Siegel, standing motionless, his 
hands folded behind him, his face mot- 
tled and flushed, moistened his lips and 
whispered: | 

“I hope to earn it, TI have promisesto 
the effect that I can make a substantial 
payment.” 

Court Lectures Siegel. 

The court then lectured Siegel, saying 

the verdict was justified by the evidence; 


term were not applied, but that he would 
not enforce the jail sentence if Siegel 
made good his promise of a substantial 
payment to the depositors. 

The verdict was greeted with applause, 
which Justice Clark sternly repreased. 
John B. Stanchfield pronounced the vers 
dict a great victory and said there wo 
be no appéal. n 

Assistant District Attorney Arthur C. 
Train Was greatly disappointed, but ex- 
pected the result because of the nature 
of Justice Clark’s charge to the jury. 

In finding its verdict the jury took a 
course outlined by Justice Clark in his 
final instructions. The judge said he 
had serious doubts as to the validity of 
the grand larceny charge and permitted 
the jury to find Siegel guilty of the lese 
serious offense. 


Point Dwelt Upon. 

The court dwelt upon the possibility of 
disregarding the felony charge in the in- 
dictment and bringing in a verdict of 
guilty of a misdemeanor, in accordance 
with a law passed by the legislature two 
years ago. This law, he said, made it a 
misdemeanor to submit a false credit 
statement for the purpose of obtaining 
credit or money with the intent that the 
statement should be relied upon. 

He reverted again and again to this 
point, dwelling at length upon the abso- 
lute necéssity that, in order to find Siegel 
guilty of larceny the jury should believe 
he meant to. steal the money from the 
bank at the time he obtained it and did 


not intend to pay it back.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—Developmenta of 
the last few days indicate that the Ger- 
mans are preparing to make another des- 
perate effort for,a dash into France.

Great numbers of these 
tribesmen, under Chief Moha Ou Hamou, 
assembled at a camp in the Khenifra 
region.

BORDEAUX, Nov. 238A _ semi-of- 
ficial communication announcing the in- 
tention of the government to participate 
in the Panama-Pacific International ex- 
position says that this country’s par- 
ticipation will be an expression of the

NO GERMAN-AUSTRIAN ROW. 


Francis Joseph’s Chief of Staff Calls 
Rumor of Friction “Laughable 
if Not Malicious,” 


BERLIN, Nov. 23.—The official press 
bureau today gave out the following in- 
formation: 

* Baron von Hoetzendorf, chief of staff 
of the Austrian army, has sent a tele- 
gram to the Lokal Anzeiger, in which he 
denies as laughable, if not malicious, the 
reports of friction between the German 
and the Austrian military leaders.”

Statement Issued in Paris. 
The statement given out in Paris in- 


dicates that the only activity today was 
near Soissons and Reims, which were 
bombarded by the Germans, and in the 
Argonne, where, it is said, ‘“‘ there were 
violent attacks by both sides, which, 
however, were without results.”’ 

The earlier French bulletin described 
the bombardment to which Ypres yester- 
day was subjected. It says many of the 
important buildings were destroyed by 
fire, 

“ Yesterday was marked by a violent 
artillery fire,’’ it says. ‘‘ The enemy di- 
rected his attention particularly to the 
town of Ypres, where the belfry, the 
Halles, the cathedral, the markets, and a 
number of houses were set on fire. Sois- 
sons and Reims also were bombarded.” 

The drapers’ hall (the Halles), which 
has been destroyed by the German can- 
nonading of Ypres, waa one of the ‘Anest 
specimens of Gothic art in Flanders. It 
was celebrated for its facade, which was 
often compared with the lace work for 
which the town is famoua, 


ZEPPELIN WORKS DAMAGED. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—It was announced 
officially this afternoon that the British 
aviators who on Saturday afternoon raid- 
ed Friedrichshafen, on Lake Constance. 
report pofgitively that all the bombs 
thrown by them reached their objective 
and that serious damage was done to the 
Zeppelin airship factory. 

Details of the raid were given in the 
house of commons this afternoon by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first lord of 
the admiralty. 

“On Saturday,” Mr. Churchill said, 
“the aeroplanes flew from French terri- 
tory to the Zeppelin airship factory. All 
of the three pilots flew down to a close 
range, under heavy fire .from airship 
guns and rifies. They launched their 
bombs in accordance with instructions, 

“This flight of 2360.miles, penetrating 
120 miles into Germany across a moun- 
tainous country under difficult weather 
conditions, constitutes, together with the 
attack, a fine feat of arms.” 


TURKS CONTINUE MARCH 


All Territory Between the Turko- 
Russian Border and River Chursk 
in Sultan’s Hands. 


BERLIN, Nov. 23.—Official reports 
given out in Constantinople relate the 
continued successful Turkish advance 
upon Batum, the Russian port on the 
Biack sea. 

All the territory between the Turko- 
Russian border and the River Chursk is 
in Turkish hands, while a Turkish force in 
the southern part of this territory has 
taken Artwin. 

The Turks declare that the Englisb 
losses at Shatt-el-Arab amounted to 750 
dead and several thousand wounded.

statement Shows How Enemy 
was Beaten Back with Rifle 
Fire and Bayonets, 


PARIS, Nov. 23.-A semi-official state- 
ment, giving some of the particulars of 
the fighting at the front in Belgium and 
France from Nov. 15 to 21 was issued here 
tonight It says: 

«These last few days, except on cer- 
tain points, have been characterized by 
g perceptible slacking of the German ac- 
tions On the other hand, our artillery 
and fifantry have gained on the enemy 
noticeable advantages in the regular siege 
qar necessitated by the configuration of 
the country and the positions of the two 
fronts. 
-“From the sea to the Lys our artil- 
jery, thanks to the information supplied 
by our aeroplanes, was able to rectify its 
fifeand succeeded many times in silencing 
the German artillery. 

“On Nov. 17 in the region of Ypres 
we destroyed several German guns and 
on tthe 19th and 20th obtained the same 
result at Nieuport. It was through our 
artillery spiritedly returning the fire of 
the enemy that on the 19th we silenced 
the German batteries which were shell- 
ing the Ypres station and the road from 
Boperinghe to Ypres. 


Germans Lack Ammunition? 
“Several times it seemed as if the Ger- 
man artillery lacked ammunition. Some 
German shelis failed to burst and we 
found they were missiles such as are used 
on the practice ground. 
-“JIn the last five days our infantry in 
this section has lost none of its positions; 
éften it has gained ground. The partial 
attacks of the Germans always have been 
repulsed, while, on the other hand, our 
offensive movements have almost always 
resulted in-strengthening the ground we 
oceupy. 
“On the 16th of November north of 
Letses the Zouaves of the Moroccan bri- 
gade recaptured at the point of the bay- 
onet a wood, triangular in shape and dif- 
feult to hold. They have thus far suc- 
ceeded in retaining it. 

“The German trenches occupied by the 
Zouaves were filled with bodies. 

“More to the south, on Noy. 17 the 
British found in another trench 1,200 
dead. The losses to the enemy continue 
to be heavy. 


Artillery of France Effective. 

“Toward Beaumont our infantry on 
the 19th did not obtain all the results it 
expected, but our artillery played havoc 
in the German trenches and wire entan- 
glements without the ememy’s guns re- 
turning the fire. This success has made 
ws masters of positions from which we 
dominate the German defenses. 

“On the 17th the affair at Tracy-le-Val 
was a brilliant success for our infantry. 
Thé Germans’ attack, sudden and in 
Maks, carried’ them to the public square 
and the church and’ enabled them to 
take from us a mitrailleuse. 

“But this success was as quickly brok- 
1 down. One section of the zouaves 
charged. They commenced their action 
by recapturing the mitrailleuse and then, 
reinforced, pushed forward past the 
church and the square, Criving-the Ger- 
mans back to their point of entrance into 
the town. In this new repulse the Ger- 
mans left behind several hundred men 
dead or wounded. Our bosses were less 
than 200 men. 


German General Removed. 

“On the 15th, in the Vosges, the Ger- 
mans, having sustained .losses which 
reached 2,500 men, removed Gen. Eber- 
gardt, who commanded a division. Lieut. 
Mandel, som of the ex-secretary of state 
of Aleace-Lorraine, was killed during this 
day’s fighting. 

“On the 17th It wae necessary to send 
to the rear two German battelions which 
hed been engaged against us at St. Marie 
because they had lost more than half 
their effective forces, , 

“It is well worth while giving special 
Mention to the affar at Chauvoncourt, 
which did not succeed, and to the one of 
Senones, which, on the contrary, did suc- 
ceed. 

“Our men, by a daring ettack, had es- 
tablished a footing in the two barracks 
west of Chauvoncourt, a suburb of St 
Mihiel. Twice they were repulsed and 
twice they recaptured the position. 


i Mine Destroys Many French. 

They still occupied the larger part of 
it whep on the 18th a violent twenty- 
eight centimeter mortar fire compelled 
the front company to seek shelter in the 
frst barracks. At this moment the Ger- 
mans blew up the building, ‘which they 
breviously had mined. 

“We had in this place 200 casualties 
(killed, wounded, and prisoners). The 
endeavors of these brave men, however, 
Were not useless, as through them we 
Were enabled to destroy the defensive 
Works which had served as the base for 
German counter attacks. 

“ The Germans who attempted to cross 
the Maas to help their troops stationed 
&t Chauvoncourt, on the other hand, sus- 
tained heavy losses—losses certainly 
much greater than ours.”

It isn’t worth 
while for hundreds of thousands of woin- 
en every year to go down into the shadow 
of death if their sons are to be killed and 
their daughters pillaged and outraged. 
We are only producing cannon food. 


Seized by War Vampire. 
“Tt isn’t worth while to continue social 
orm if improved conditions mean only 
better men and more wealth for the war 
vampire to seize in his tentacles. Ip 
England we feel that our efforts for 
twenty-five years have been obliterated. 
Mrs. Lawrence presented several prop- 
ositions constituting a “‘ woman's move- 
ment for constructive peace.’ The ob- 
ject is “‘ to organize public opinion and 
bring its pressure to bear upon the gov- 
ernments of the world to furtherance of 
the following ends:

have no partners, we will see that they 
are introduced properly."’ 

Mrs. Merriam said the Movement, if 
successful, probably would be followed 
by some means of oversight in the saloon 
back rooms and cabarets. 

“ There ought to be chaperone at all 
the public dance halls in Chicago,”’ she 
said. ‘‘ We shall spend the evening with 
the young people until the dancing is all 
over and the couples leave the halls. 
When we have private dances the women 
have chaperons for their daughters, and 
we shail have to be mothers to the giris 
whose parents are too occupied in some- 
thing else or who cannot oversee the 
dancing of their childrem” 


Cafe Dances Up to Aldermen. 
After a stormy discussion, in which a 
dozen women protested against “ raising 
the lid’’ on café floor dancing, a sub- 
committee of the council committee on 
judiciary voted to hold a joint meeting 
with the committee on health, which is 
considering the recommendations of the 
Sumner vice commigsion. One of those 
recommendations was that the sale of 
liquor in connection with public dances be 
stopped. 
John Z. Vogelsang, Max Litel, and other 
members of the restaurant association 
appeared to advocate the Geiger ordi- 
nance, which would repeal the present 
law prohibiting dancing by patrons of 
restaurants and of other places of re- 
freshment in the rooms in which food or 
refreshment is served. They said the op- 
eration of the present ordinance consti- 
tutes diScrimination, since some places 
have set aside *‘ separate rooms ’’—some 
of them separated by almost imaginary 
lines—and have obtained dance hall per- 
mits for these parts of their premises. 
Among the women who opposed the 
Geiger ordinance were Mrs. Harriet Vit- 
tum, Mrs. Ida M. Gibson, Mrs. Helen BD. 
Scanian, Mrs. Lucy Rothe, and Mrs. Mary 
E. Milla. 


Wants Dance in Loop.

Declaration of London Are 
Being Violated. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 23.—Charges 
by Germany that Great Britain and 
France are violating the deciaration of 
London, previously presented by the Ber- 
lin foreign office, to Ambessador Gerard 
and representatives of other neutrals, 
were published today from the embassy 
here. The paper says Germany has 
strictly observed the declaration o. Lon- 
don and hag not changed its attitude, 
despite “the flagrant violations com- 
mitted by its adversaries.” 

“The imperial German government 
considers it of interest,’’ itaddb, “‘to learn 
which position the neutral powers intend 
to take toward the attitude adopted by 
Great Britain and France contrary to 
international law, and particularly 
whether it is their intention to take meas- 
ures against the acts of violence com- 
mitted on board their merchant vessels 
against German subjects and German 
property.” 


Rule on Conditional Contraband. 
The German note declares that addi- 
tions and modifications which Great Brit- 
ain had made to the decidration of Lon- 
don “‘ are of such a nature that they ob- 
literate the sald declaration in several 
vital points and encroach on the accepted 
rules of international law. The most vital 
modifications are contained in the rule 
concerning conditional contraband.” 
‘‘Under the declaration of London,” it 
adds, *‘ there can be no question of condi- 
tional contraband except where the cargo 
is destined for use of the administrative 
departments or the military force of the 
hostile power.’ Nor can the question arise 
whether goods are conditional contraband 
or not “when the vessel is sailing for @ 
neutral port.’”’ 


Foodstuffs Are Held Up. 
Thus, it declares, “ conditional contra- 
band is virtually on the same footing as 
absolute contraband.” 

“In consequence,” it continues, “ the 
supply by neutrale of objects of condi- 
tional contraband, especially of foodstuffs, 
destined only for the coneumption of the 
inhabitants of a belligerent country 
which is universally considered legiti- 
mate in international] law, is practically 
made illusory. 

** As events at the theaters of naval war- 
fare prove, Britain proceeds in this re- 
spect in the most high handed manner, 
even enforcing a contro] over the sup- 
plies destined for the countries adjacent 
to Germany and thereby endangering 
their victualing.”

Joliet, Ill., Noy, 23.~—[Special.]—A fop 
mal attack on the Milinois state’ civil 
service board was indicated today by 
those employés of the state penitentiary 
here who have been appointed by Edmund 
M. Allen during’ his administration as 
warden, and several others who have 
joined the Allen ranks since his first 
break with James H. Burdette, president 
of the board. 

Administrative censorship on the Allen- 
Burdette conflict was removed this morn- 
ing when threats of a grand jury investi- 
gation and charges of “ political con- 
spiracy '’ were made against Burdette, on 
whom the allied appointees are centering 
their fire. 


Dr. Benson Storm Center. 

Dr. John P. Benson, personal friend and 
appointee of Warden Allen and a Joliet 
practicing physician, has been the basis 
of the Allen-Burdette controversy since 
Allen’s appointment as warden by Gov. 
Dunne. Last June, Dr. Benson was noti- 
fied ‘‘ that, having failed to pass the civil 
service examination,’’ he would be suc- 
ceeded by a “certified ’’ candidate—Dr. 
Peter S. Winner of the Dunning hospital. 

Allen ordered Benson to stand fast and 
Dr. Winner’s stay at the penitentiary 
was, he says, unendurable. He charged 
prison officials, guards, and even con- 
victs. ignored his authority until Aug. 
10, when he left because of charges of 
“trafficking with prisoners,” preferred 
by Warden Allen. Dr. Benson remained 
the recognized penitentiary physician 


formerly located at the Peoria state hos- 


prison hospital in the absence of Allen. 


Prison Tension Serious. 

The arrival of Dr. Brock has created in 
the penitentiary such high feeling among 
the Allen faction that the former policy 
of secrecy has been succeeded by sensa- 
tional charges. Seven other Allen em- 
ployés, all of whom have been ordered 
out by the civil service board, announced 
that through William D. Heise they 
would force Burdette to produce their 
examination papers, which he has de- 
clared below grade, before a special grand 
jury.

Warned by | Siren, Employes of 
fitna, Ind., Mills Flee to Safety 
Before Explosion Wrecks Building

Explosion of moré than half a ton of 
nitroglycerin’ in: éne of the buildings at 
the 4ltna Powder company’s plait at 
“itna, iInd., yesterday broke windows, 
rockéd buildings, and even moved stocks 
of goods from store shelves in Gary, 
Hegewisch, and South Chicago. The 
building in which the nitroglycerin was 
being manufactured was demolished, but 
all the hundred workmen escaped without 
serious injury. None of the other 140 
buildings included in the ADtna plant was 
injured seriously. 

The escape of the workmen was made 
possible through the use of a system of 
signels.. As soon as those working over 
the “nitro” noticed the mixture was not 
working properly a siren whistle was 
blown. 

At:this signal the workmen rushed to 
the exits. All reached the hill in time to 
wait for the crash, 

In South Chicago, a distance of more 
than ten miles, the shock of the explo- 
sion seemed like an earthquake. The 
police of that precinct received reports of 
a number of windows being broken. A 
waitress in a restaurant fainted when the 
explosion rocked the dishes she was car- 
rying on a tray. 

The lighting plant at Gary was crippled. 
Cables were torn and twisted from their 
poles. Plate glass display windows in 
Gary stores were broken. One grocer 
rushed to the street frantically when the 
glass in both front and rear windows 
crashed and the etock of canned goods 
on his shelves came tumbling down. In 
Hegewisch a number of windows also 
were reported broken.

“An individual counts for nothing; if 
he protests he loses his job; if he makes 
too much trouble he is dealt with by 
hired gunmen, who are kept at the mines 
to do the will of the companies and help 
enforce the law against the workers.” 

Assails Actions of Militia. 

Of the actions of the militia, the Rev.

“The soldiers were gladly received by 


the strikers, for they expected they would | 


have some protection, but their hopes 
were in vain.

“ Would you print a recipe for chili ton 
carne? I wish to serve it in our res 
taurant.

Have ready two pounds of round steak, 
two large dry red peppers, a tablespoon 
of hot dripping, two tablespoons of rice, 
a teaspoon of minced onion, and salt to 
taste. Cut the steak into inch long pieces 
and put into the frying pan with the hot 
dripping, hot water, and rice. Cover 
closely and cook until the meat is tender. 
Seed the peppers and cover with: hot 
water. When they are soft, scrape off 
most of the rind, return to the water 
in which they are soaked, and simmer 
half an hour, covered. Set aside until 
they are cold. Then press and rub until 
the water is thick and red. Do this while 
the meat is cooking. Ture the contents of 
the frying pan into a kettle, add red 
water, and cook all together to a boil, add 
onions and salt, thickened with browned 
flour, and simmer ten minutes longer. 
If you like, you may leave out the meat 
until the gravy has been thickened and 
seasoned, keeping the meat and rice hot 
over boiling water.
